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U.  S.  Summary,  1956-57  to  date^ 


HIGHLIGHTS 

The  total  hatching  egg  capacity  of  participating  hatcheries  declined  slightly 
from  the  364.  7  million  eggs  last  year  to  361.  6  million  eggs  in  1961-62. 
In  keeping  with  the  trend  of  the  past  decade,  the  number  of  participating 
hatcheries  declined  while  the  average  size  of  the  hatcheries  continued  to 
increase. 

The  number  of  breeding  birds  in  participating  flocks  increased  slightly 
while  the  trend  toward  fewer  and  larger  hatchery  supply  flocks  continued. 
There  was  an  average  of  1,  308  birds  in  each  of  the  28,  260  flocks  in  1961-62 
as  compared  to  1,  149  birds  in  each  of  31,  846  flocks  in  1960-61. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
pullo rum- typhoid  reactors  found  in  breeding  flocks  on  the  first  blood  test. 
This  year  showed  .  018  percent,  or  one  reactor  in  every  5,454  birds  tested, 
as  compared  to  .013  percent,  or  one  reactor  in  every  7,  588  birds  tested 
during  1960-61. 

The  proportion  of  breeding  birds  qualifying  as  U.  S.  Pullo  rum- Typhoid 
Clean  declined  from  98.  1  percent  last  year  to  96.  0  percent  for  the  year 
reported.    However,  the  percentage  of  hatching  egg  capacity  used  for 
the  production  of  U.  S.  Pullo  rum- Typhoid  Clean  chicks  reached  a  new 
high  of  95.  4.
